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1. Fort Mocenigo: A school for officers and non-commissioned officers of 
the Marine Artillery Corps is located at Fort Mocenigo. This fort has the 
following armamer..: 


Five 105 sm guns 
seven light machine guns. 


The coumander of the fort is believed to be a Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Yugoslav Aray.. ; 


2. Fort Premda: There are about 500 men located at this fort. The armament 
of this fort consists of six larze guns of Italian make. 


3. Fort Punta Cristo: There are about 40 marines located at this fort. The 
armament consists of one small aaliber gun. 


hk. Fort Musile: Three 149 mm guns, mounted on reinforced concrete emplacements 
aré Located at this fort. A marine unit of 30 men is in charge of this 
battery. A photoelectric cell, presumably for detecting ¥T-ssels, is located 
at the Musile fort. Several barracks of brick and wood have bean constructed 
in this area. These barracks quarter about 2,000 men. 
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
